ORDER 
In para graph 3 of the G. O.reart as first paper above Government had 
ordered that candidates to the following posts will be advised by the Public 
Service Commission from the select list of last grade servants : 

(i) Chainman , Town Plannin g Department. 
(ii) . Lascar, State Archives Department. 
(iii) , Night Watcher, Drugs Control Department. 
(iv) Cooks and Barbers, Health Services Department. 

(v) Lorry Cleaner and Tractor Cleaner, Agriculture Department. 

In his letter - ad as second paper above , the Secretary, Public Service 
Commission has pointed out that even prior to the issue of the G. O. cited , 
the posts of Chainman (except in the Land Revenue Department), Lascar 
( except in the Fisheries Department). and Watchers such as Watchman , 
Night Watchman etc., have seen within the purview of the Commission 
and have been filled from the list of Last Grade Servents. 

Similar is the question of Lorry Cleaner and Tractor Cleaner in the 
Agriculture and various other Departments, i. c. they are also under the 
purview of the Commission .

As regards the posts of Cook and Barber in the H alth Service Depart 
ment a separate provision in para 3 of the G. O , is found to be unnecessary 
in view of the general provision contained in para 1 (ii) of the same G. O. 
that all posts of Cook and Barber will be reserved for promotion of part 
pime Cooks and part-time Barbers respectively 

In view of the above facts the Public Service Commission is of the view 
that para 3 of the G.O. read above is superfluous and should be deleted . 
Government accept the above view and order accordingly .

ORDER 
In the G.O. read above Government approved the revised rules for 
the award of Scholarships to Kerala boys, studying in the Sainik Schools in 
India . Asper the revised rules the scholarship shall be tenable for the full 
duration of the course, (viz . 7 academic years) if awarded in Standard V 
and for a proportionately less number of years if awarded in higher 
standard . The Principal, Sain k School, Kazhakootam has requested that 
the Kerala boys who fail once during the orientation period ic. first two 
years in Sainik School may be given scholarship for one additional year in 
consonance with Sainik School Society rules and regulations. 

2. Government have examined the case and are pleased to order that 
the following will be added to rule 5 of the Rules appended to the G.O. 
read above. 

" The Keralite cadets who fail in the annual examination once during 
the orientation period of first two years and who are detained in the same 
class for one more year, will also be awarded the Scholarship subject to tho 
other conditions for the award of cholarship being satisfied ."

This industrial dispute between theManager , Y.M.C.A. and Achan 
kulam Estate, Avaneswaram and the workmen of the above concern repre. 
sented by the General Secretary, Estates Staff and Employees Union of South 
India , Collectorate P.O., Kottayam was referred by theKerala Government 
under Section 10 ( 1) ( c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 (Central Act 
XIV of 1947 ) for adjudication to this Court by order G.O. (Rt.) 726 /77 /LBR 
dated 18-6-1977 . 

The issue referred for adjudication was denial of employmentto Varghese 
Mathai and revision of wages. 

As submitted by the union , the case was posted to 22-8-1977 , 24-8-1977 
and 3-9-1977 for settlement. Since a memo of settlement was not filed , the 
case was again adjourned to 5-10-1977 for filing either memo of settlement or 
claim statement of the union . But neither the memo of the claim statement 
was filed by the union . Themanagement filed a petition along with an 
affidavit saying that the union is not entitled to any claim and the matter 
was settled out of Court 

In the above circumstance, I hold that there does not now exist any 
industrial dispute between the parties for adjudication by this Court and 
pass an award accordingly ,

1... This reference was made by the Government of Kerala 

per G.- 0. Rt. No. 570/ 76 /LBR : dated . 19-4-1976 . In the 
reference Government stated that they are of the opinion that an 
Industrial dispute exists between (1) The President, Kadirur Service 
Co -operative Bank , Kadirur; and (2 ) The Secretary, Kadirur Service 
Co - operativè Bank Kadirur, on one hand and the workman of the above 

represented by the President, Kerala State , Co -operative 
Employees Association , Co. Kuthuparamba Co-operative Rural 
Bank, P.O. Kuthuparamba, on the other hand as regards alleged 
termination of service of Shri P. Kunhikrishnan Adiyodi from 11-5-1974. 

2. Notices were issued for Court to both sides and the Union appeared 
and filed a statement. Therein it was stated that Shri Kunhikrishnan 
Adiyodi was appointed as a Clerk in the Kadirur Service Co-operative 
Bank Ltd., C. 1262 on 5-5-1972 . Under the bye- laws of the Bank as well 
also under the Rules framed under Section 80 of the Kerala Co-operative 
Societies Act, 1969 he was qualified to hold that post. He worked in that 
post efficiently and to the full satisfaction of the superiors and board of 
management. He was confirmed as a clerk and his scale of pay was fixed 
as laid down in Rules framed under Section 80 of the Act. He was thus 
holding a permanent post and as a matter of fact another person was also 
appointed in the Bank after Shri Adiyody was appointed. While so on 
7-5,1974 , the President of the Bank served a notice upon him intimating 

that his services will be terminated with effect from 11-5-1974 . 
** The only reason mentioned therein was that the Deputy Registrar of 

.Co -operative Societies , Cannanore had directed the Society to dispense 
with the services of Shri Adiyodi. In the order terminating the services, 
it was clearly stated that Shri Adiyodi was working in a permanent post 
continuously for more than 2 years and he was also discharging his duties 
satisfactorily. The order issued by the society also stated that the order of 
the Deputy Registrar was an unwarranted interference in the management 
of the affairs of the Bank . The order stated that it was only for smooth 
running of the Bank in view of the Deputy Registrar s order that 
Shri Adiyodi s services were being terminated . This reason was also 
mentioned in a resolution passed by the Board of Directors. According to 
the Union , the action of the President is illegal and is against the rules 
framed under. Section 80 of the Kerala Co-operative Societies Act . 
If this termination is to be looked upon as a disciplinary action , the 
Union pointed out that the Bank has not complied with any of the 
formalities which should precede such an action . No charge- sheet was 
given to Shri Adiyodi and no opportunity was also given to him to explain 
his case . No enquiry was also conducted . Against this order, Shri Adiyodí 
•moved a writ petition before the High Court under Article 226 of the 
Constitution and therein the Deputy Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
filed an affidavit saying that he had only given an advice to the Bank 
which the Bank could have taken or rejected . The High Court, therefore,

dismissed the writ petition stating that the order issued by, the Deputy 
Registrar was only an advice which the Bank was free either to accept or 
reject. The High Court stated that the Bank can come to an independent 
decision.. Inspite of these observations made by the High Court, the 
Bank did not reverse its earlier decision . Inspite of a number of attempts 
made for conciliation, nothing could be done. Therefore, the union 
wants Shri Kunhikrishnan Adiyodi to be reinstated after setting aside 
the order already passed by the management: 

3. The management filed a statement. Therein they stated that the 
workman mentioned was appointed only as a temporary Clerk in the Society. 
He was not confirmed in service. According to the management, a mass 
petition dated 16-12-1973 was received by the Deputy Registrar of 
Co -operative Societies, Cannanore, against Shri Adiyodi. It was after 
considering that petition , the Deputy Registrar issued a direction to the 
Bank to terminate the services of this Clerk. It was understood then that 
this Clerk while he wasworking in the Chokli Service Co -operative Bank 
was dismissed on a charge of mis -appropriation . So the Deputy Registrar 
directed the office bearers of the Bank to . terminate the services of Shri 
Adiyodi. The writ petition filed by hin was dismissed with the direction 
that it is open to the President and Secretary of the Bank to decide whether 
the dismissal of Shri Adiyodi is to be reconsidered or not. Even before 
the judgement of the High Court was pronounced ; the term of the 
President was over and as Administrator was appointed by the Government 
for this Bank . On 8-5-1975 , the Administrator wrote to the Deputy 
Registrar for advice as to what should be done in the case of Shri Adiyndi 
in the light of the observationsmade in the High Court s Judgment. The 
Deputy Registrar never cared to reply to that letter. Shri . Adiyodi also 
never brought his grievances to the administrative committee . 
On 10-8-1976 the adminisérative committee decided to conduct an enquiry 
in the matter and the committee issued a notice to Shri Adiyodi asking 
him to participate in the enquiry and also asked him to file his statement 
on 18-8-1976 . To that letter, the worker replied that he is not willing to 
Co -operate in the enquiry . Since the worker did not appear before the 
committee, it is stated that the present administrative committee contirmed 
the earlier order of terminating the services of Shri Adiyodi. Herce, 
according to the management, he is not entitled to be reinstated . The 
management wanted the petition to be dismissed with costs . 

4. A rejoinder was filed by the union as regards this . According to 
them , if the President had ceased to funttion during the pendency of the 
industrial dispute and an administrative committee has taken charge, that 
administrative committee ought to have come as a party to the dispute . 
They ought to have come on record of their own initiative. The Secretary 
is the person to sue or to be sued as per the bye- laws of the Bank . He is in 
the party array. The allegation in the counter that he worker was not 
confirmed in the services is not correct. According to the union 
after the expiry of his probation which was only for one year he was 


confirmed : " The alleged mass-petition mentioned in the counter was never 
shown to any body and according to the union , if there was such a petition , 
it might have been managed to be procured by some interested parties . 
According to the union , an employee cannot be dismissed simply because 
a mass petition against him is received . The Bank has not taken any steps 
to decide whether the advice of the Deputy Registrar is to be accepted or not. 
The allegation that Shri Adiyodi never brought his grieavnces before the 
administrative committee is not correct. As a matter of fact when the 
conciliation was pending before the Labour Officer, the administrative 
committee was in charge of this Bank. The allegation that the administra 
tive committee later confirmed the earlier order passed is also illegal and 
incorrect. It is stated that no oppertunity was ever given to Shri Adiyodi 
before such an order , was made to defend himself. It is against the rules 
framed under section 80 of the Act . While this reference was pending 
before this court and a statement was falled for from this court; on 11-8-1976 
a notice was received by Shri Adiyodi stating that an enquiry will be con 
ducted against him by the administrative committee: Shri Adiyodiwas 
asked to appear before the committee on 18-8-1976 . On 16-8-1976 a reply 
was sent to the commitice by the worker.stating that since the Bank has 
already terminated his services, he is not an employee of the Bank and if the 
Banh takes that stand the Bank has no authority to conduct an enquiry 
against an employce who is already been dismissed from service. According 
to the worker, the Bank can make an enquiry, against him only after he is 
reinstated . No charge Was framed against Shri Adiyodi in that alleged 
enquiry also . According to the union , the only allegation made against 
Shri Adiyodi is that some disciplinary action was taken against him while 
he was an employee in another Bank . That by itself according to the Union , 
will not be a reason for terminating in the services in this particular Bank 
after he has been validly appointed . Hence the union stated that the worker 
will have to be reinstated in service as already stated . 

5. The only point for consideration is the point referred viz., alleged 
termination of service of Shri P. Kumhikrishnan Adiyodi from 11-5-1974. 

6 . Both sides admit that the worker mentioned here was appointed as 
clerk in the Kadirur Service Co-operative Bank and was working there . 
While so suddenly the Bank issued an order to the worker stating that his 
service in the Bank was terminated . That order issued by the management 
is exhibit W9marked in this case. It is a very interesting and curious 
document. Therein it is stated that the worker herein was working in the 
Bank efficiently and satisfactorily . It was further stated therein that the 
Deputy Registrar of Co-operative Societies has asked to terminate the 
services of this person who was working properly and efficiently in the Bank 
and that order by the Deputy Registrar is an inference in the affairs of the 
Bank by Officials. After stating this, it was stated in exhibit W.9 that in 
view of that 

ordet passed by the Deputy Registrar, the services of Shri 
P. Kunhikrishnan Adiyodi is terminated inspite of the fact that his services 
were satisfactorily and efficiently done in the bank . 
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7. Against the exhibit W9. the worker filed a writ petition before the 
High Court . The judgement in that writ petition is marked here as exhibit 
W.10 . It is seen from exhibit W.10 that when that writ petition was 
pending before the High Court, the Deputy Registrar of Co -operative 
Societies contended before the High Court that the order issued by him 
was only an advice given by him to the Bank and the Bank was at liberty 
to accept it or not. The High Court stated that the Secretary and the 
President of the Bank, who were respondents 2 and 3 in the writ petition , 
exhibit W.10 ., are at liberty to decide the matter independently of the . 
advice given by the Deputy Registrar wleich was marked before the High 
Court as exhibit P.6 . Eventhough this judgement was passed by the High 
Court on 21-3-1975 and a carbon copy of It was also ordered to be given 
to the Government free of cost, so action was taken by the management 
of this Bank for a long time as directed by the High Court and hence this 
reference had to be made by the Government to this court. 

8. While this reference was pending, the management it appears 
wanted to conduct an enquiry and issue a notice to the worker to appear 
before it for an enquiry . When that notice was received by the worker, 
it is stated that the worker replied to the Bank pointing out that since 
this industrial dispute is pending in this court, such an enquiry cannot be 
made and if the management-wants to conduct such an enquiry , first of 
all he will have to be reinstated and then the enquiry will have to be 
conducted . The worker stated in his reply that the enqairy can be conducted 
by the management only against an employee of the Bank and if the 
dismissal order challenged in this matter" still stands, he will not be an 
em ployee of the Bank. Therefore, he stated that if the dismissal order 
challenged is set aside and he is.reinstated , he is prepared to come for an . 
enquiry before the Bank . That reply notice issued by the worker to the 
management during the pendency of this industriale dispute before this 
court is marked here now as exhibit M.5 . The Bank in its counter says 
that after the exhibit M.5 was received , a committee of the Bank again 
considered the advice given by the Deputy Registrar of Co- operative Societies 
and since the clerk was not present during that enquiry, the committee 
had no option except to ratify the decision already taken no terminate the 
services of Shri Adiyodi. That order by the management during the 
pendency of this industrialdispute is exhibit M.6 . 

9. The learned counsel for the worker pointed out that the exhibit 
M.6 order is a clear violation of section 33 (2 ) of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. He stated that during the pendency of this industrial dispute, the 
management ought not have taken such a step at all . Then he stated that 
the management had not taken any approval for the action taken by the 
management against the present worker after the exhibit M.6 order. So 
according to him , the exhibit M.6 order needs no consideration now . 

10. The entire thing done by the management against theworker in 
this case was absolutely wrong. The Bank against its own judgement 
passed the resolution exhibit W.8. In the resolution itself, the Board of 


Directors clearly say that they are satisfied the services of the worker and he 
was working efficiently in the Bank. Therein then the Board of Directors 
say that simply because the Deputy Registrar has advised them to terminate 
the services of this : worker, they are terminating his services. The High 
Court has stated in exhibit W.10 that what the Deputy Registrar said was 
only as advice which the bank could have taken or rejected . The first portion 
of the resolution of exhibit W.8 itself says clearly that the Bank did not 
consider that there was any reason except the advice given by the Deputy 
Registrar to terminate the services of this particular clerk . The first para 
of exhibit W.8 itself will show the Banks real opinion as regards the advice 
given by the Deputy Registrar of Co-operative Societies. So eventhough 
the Bank had everything in fatour of the clerk on the date of exhibit W.8 
the Bank terminated the services of this present worker simply on an advice 
given by the Deputy Registrar which the Bank could have accepted or 
rejected . The words on the I st para of the Ex. W8, clearly shows that as 
a matter of fact that advice was rejected ., 


11 . During the evidence it was stated that the Deputy Registrar 
issued this advice as per a mass-petition i allegedly received by him . No 
such mass-petition is produced here. Who were the persons who gave that 
petition , nobody knows. Even if there was such a petition , I need not 
state that there ought to have been an enquiry in which the worker was 
participating before an order was made against him .. So actually in termi 
nating the services ofthis worker , the principles of natural justice were given 
a complete go-bye. " The clerk was not given any chance to defend , aga 
inst the allegationsmade against him . Even the Bank did not try to justify 
the action taken against the clerk by adducing any evidence at an enquiry . 
Eventhough the services of this clerk was terminated no charge or 
show - cause notice was however issued to him . He whose services said to be 
satisfactory and efficient, was not even tol 4 of the reason for terminating his 
services. That is regarding the exhibit W. 8 resolution and the Ex W9 order 
terminating his services on the basis of exhibit W.8 . The conduct of the 
Bank in passing the exhibit M.6 order during the pendency of this matter 
before this court also is not correct. Since no complaint under Section 33-A 
of the Industrial Disputes Act was forth coming from the Union , the court 
did not consider it necessary to initiate proceedings under Section 33- A 
against the management for the action taken as per exhibit M. 6 . 


12. In view of the entire forgoing discussions, I find that the exhibit 
W.9 order passed against the worker in this case is illegal and incorrect. 
It is set aside. The worker will be reinstated with full benefits to all the 
emoluments due to him . An award is passed accordingly . 


13. This award will come into force 30 days after publication of the 
same in the OfficialGazette .

1. This industrial dispute was referred by the Government of Kerala 
to this Court as per G.O. Rt. No. 1308/77 LBR dated 7-10-1976 . In it the 
Government stated that they are of the opinion that an industrial dispute 
exists between the President, Mangalamkunnu P. C. C. Service Co-operative 
Society Limited No, F. 1213 , P. O. Sreekrishnapuram , Palghat District, on 
one hand and the workman of the above concern represented by the Presi

It was stated further that the worker will 
bo given his eligible back wages and such other berts for which he is legally 
eligible. The management agreed to pay to the worker a sum of 
Rs. 8,826 31 by cheque and gave it on 1-11-1977 on Canara Bank , Sri 
kri linapuram , n fall and final settlement, to vards the monctory claims 
already stated The management and the worker agreed that the worker 
will be having so further monetory claims like back -wages, bonus, medical 
allowances etc., for the period in which there was this dispute . The worker 
agreed that he will not make any further claims towards bick -wages includ 
ing dearness all wances as he is given up the claims and the matter is fully 
and finally settled for the period from 27-10-1975 to 31-10.1977 . Both sides 
further agreed that the memorandum of settlement will come into force 
from 1-11-1977 .

AWARD 


1. This is a reference made by the Government of Kerala as per 
G. O. Rt. No. 1447 /76/LBR dated 9-11-1976 . In that reference the 
Government have staid that they are of the opipion that an industrial 
dispute exists between the President, Cha al kad Taluk T. ddy Producer s 
Co - perative Society Iid ., No. 318 , Chavakkad , Trichur on one hand and 
the workman of th above establishment represented by Shri K.S. Kumaran , 
S /o. Kayambil Sanku , Punnayurkulam , Cha akk d, Trichur District 
the oihr hand as regards denial of work to Shri K. S. Kumaran . The 
Court took it on file and issued notices to both sides . 


on 


2. This workman in his statement-stated that he is a toddy tapper 
under the society and raps toddy for the Edakkara Toddy Shop. He was 
measuring out 15 10 25 Itrs. of toddy to he Society . The society used to 
give lun Rs. 10 per day, on an average inclusive of Rs. 3 which was gratuity. 
While so he was ill and sent a leave applicati in to the society and that leave 
was allowed . In 1975 June, the worker went to the society and told them 
that he was fully cured and he is prepared to do his job . But the society 
did not give a favourable reply. Later it was understood that without the 
knowledge and permission of the worker, one Chanayil Velu was employed 
instead of the petitioner for tapping toddy ! This, according to the worker, 
is not correct and he himself will have to be reinstated. He, therefore, 
wanted reinstatement with back -wages from June, 1975 . 


3. The management filed a written statement. According to the 
management, the management is looking after the toddy shops in Chavakkad 
Taluk . Only the persons who live in Chavakkad Taluk an 1 work in toddy 
business within Chavakkad Taluk are entitled to become members of the 
society . To become a member 10 A -Class shares worth Rs. 10 each will 
have to be taken . Only if those shares are taken and paid up in instalments 
a person can become a member. But the worker herein paid up only 
Rs. 25 towards the share . He did not pay up the balance. Therefore , 
the never become a member of the society . Hence he was not entitled to 
tap and sell toddy to this shop . Therefore , he was not entitled to any 
benefits from the society. That was the reason why he did not get any job 
in the society . Only in 1972 June for some days this worker tapped some 
coconut trees for the society . There afterwards since he was not able to pay 
up the shares to the society , he did not come to work for the society: The 
allegation that the worker was getting an average of Rs. 10 per day for 
tapping is denied by the management. The allegation that he applied for 
leave and later appeared in the month of June, 1975 for work was also 
denied by the management. Shri Chanayil Velu was appointed on 
29-10-1973 ipstead of this perticular workman and was given membership in 
the sociery . Since the workman mentioned here lost his membership in . 
the society he will not be entitled to any relief. Hence the society wanted 
the reference to be rejected.. 


4. This was posted for evidence. When it came up for hearing on 
19-8-1977 both sides were not ready and, therefore, the court adjourned to 
it for 29-9-1977. On 29-9-1977 when it was taken up for hearing , the 
workman and his counsel were both absent. Absolutely no representation 
wasmade as regards the reason for their absance.. So the court had no 
other go but to find that the contentions of the workman are not at all in 
any way pro ed here. The management only says that there was no 
occasion to deny any, employment to the worker. According to the 
management, the worker did not at all take membership in the society and 
since he did not take the membership in the society and pay the balance 
amounts due to the society he himself voluntarily did not come for job . 

5. The contentions of the worker, in the statement he filed , against the 
management is not in any way proved . Hence I have to hold that the 
worker is not entitled to any relief in this matter . The award is passed 
accordingly

AWARD 
1 .. This industrial dispute was referred to this Court by the Governmerft 
of Kerala as per G.O. Rt. No. 437 /77 /LBR dated 28-4-1977. In that the 
Government stated that they are of he opinion that an industrial dispute 
exists between the President, Kayiliad Service Co -operative Society Ltd. 
No, F. 786, P. O. Kayiliad , Palghat District, on one hand and the workman 
of the above concern Shri K Vijayan , kundully House, P. O. Kayiliad , 
Shoranur-2 , on the other hand as regards dismissal of Shri K. Vijayan 
(Appraiser). The court took it on file and issued notices to both sides . 

2.Even though the worker appeared and filed a statement, later the 
matter was settled out of court and, therefore, the management did not at 
all file any statement. On 2-11-1977 when this was taken up from the 
Palghat camp of this court , the management and the worker filed a joint 
statement settling the matter out of court. That is signed by,both of them 
and also by their counsel. That joint statement is given as an annexure to 
this award . In that joint statement it was stated that the worker is to be 
reinstated with benefit of his prior services. It is stated therein that at the 
timewhen hewas not working in the Society he will be treated as being on 
leave without wages. It is further stated therein that the worker was 
reinstated on 21-10-1977 subject to the above conditions.

Cotton openers, scutchers; combined openers and scutchers, scutcher and 
lap machines, hard waste breakers etc.- (1 ) All cotton openers, scutchers, 
combined opchers and scutchers, scutcher and lap machines, hard waste 
breakers and similar machines shall be driven by separate motors or from 
counter shafts provided with fast and loose pulleys and efficient belt shifting 
devices . 

(2). In all openers, combined openers and scutchers, scutchers, 
scutcher and lap machines, hard waste breakers and similar machines , the 
beater cover and doors which give access to any dangerous part of the 
machineshall be fitted with effective inter- locking arrangements which shall 
prevent 

(a ) the covers and doors being opened while the machine is in 
motion ; and 

(b ) the machine being re -started until the covers and doors are 
closed : 

Provided that in respect of doors of openings, other than dirt doors or 
desk doors such openings shall be so fenced as to prevent access to any 
dangerous parts of the machine if effective inter- locking arrangement is not 
provided . 

.. (3 ) In all openers, combined openers and scutchers, scutchers , 
scutcher- lap machines, hard waste breakers and similar machines, the open 
ings giving access to the dust chamber shall be provided with permanently 
fixed fencing which shall , while admitting light, yet prevent contact between 
any portion of a worker s body and the beater grid bars .

2. Combined openers and scutchers , scutchers, scutcher-lap, silver-lap, Lap 
machines, derby doublers and ribben machines.- (1) The lap forming rollers shall 
be fitted with a guard or cover wbich shall prevent access to the intake of 
the lap roller and fluted roller as long as the weighted rack is down ; or 

(2) Tlie guard or cover shall be so locked that it cannot be raised 
until the machine is stopped and the machine cannot be started until the 
guard or cover is closed . 

3. Carding Machines.- All cylinder doors shall be secured by an auto 
natic locking device which shall prevent the doors being opened until the 
cylinder has ceased to revolve and shall render it impossible to re-start the 
machine until the door has been closed :

6. Calendering Machines etc .-- In respect of calendering machines, 
mangels and similar machines, all such machines shall be provided with an 
efficient " nip " guard along the whole length on the intake side of each pair 
of howls and similar parts, which shall be so fitted and maintained , whilst 
the rollers of howls are in motion as to preverit access to the point of contact 
of the rollers or bowls. 

7. Polymerising or curing machine for fixing prints by the Emulsion Technique 

(1) Thc following precautious shall be taken when fabrics are pro 
cessed in polymerising or curing machine for fixing prints by the emulsion 
technique, namely : 

(a ) Printed fabrics shall be thoroughly dried by passing them 
over drying cans or through a hot flue or other equally effective means, 
before the same are allowed to pass through thc polymerising machine.

(f ) The electrical heater shall have thermostats to regulate the 
temperature so that the heaters shall automatically cut off, if the temperature 
pises above the pre-set valve. 

(g ) Adequate flaps shall be provided on the top of the machinc 
which can open and left off the fumes outside the workroom in case of an 
explosion or in case any pressure is built up . 

(h ) . Filter gauze shall be cleaned at least once a week . 
(i) Exhaust duct shall be cleaned at least once a week . 

( 1) Tension of the V belt drive of the fans shall be checked every 
week 

(k ) The electrical heater shall be so located that if there is any 
dropping of the solvent due to condensation , it does not directly come in 
contact with the heaters. 

(2) The machine shall be examined, under the direct supervision of 
a responsible person , designated by the occupier or manager, who by his 
experience and knowledge of necessary precautions against risks of explosion 
is fit to supervise such work . 

(3) A register shall be maintained in which the details of the various 
checks carried under sub-rule (2 ), shall be entered and every entry made 
therein shall be signed by the person making the checks.

1. General : (i) Imported goods that are not removed from the pre 
mises of the Board of Trustees of the Port of Cochin within two months 
from the date on which such goods. were placed in their custody will be 
sold by public auction by the Trust s Traffic Manager subject to the 
provisions of the Customs Act, 1962. Where any goods placed in the 
custody of the Board upon the landing thereof are not removed by the owner 
or other person entitled thereto from the premises of the Board within one 
month from the date on which such goods were placed in their custody, 
the Traffic Manager on behalf of the Board may, if the address of such 
owner or person is known, cause a notice to be seryed upon him by , letter 
delivered at such address or sent by post or if the notice cannot be SO 
served upon him or his address is not known, cause a notice to be published 
in the official gazette and also in atleast one of the principal local daily 
news papers requiring him to remove the goods forthwith and stating that 
in default of compliance therewith the goods are liable to be sold By Public 
Auction or by tender, private agreement or in any other manner . 
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(ii ) Before making such salc , the Traffic Manager, shall given ten 
days notice of the same by publication in the Kerala Government Gazette 
and also in at least one of the Principal local daily newspapers. However, 
in the case of the animals and perishable or hazardous goods, the Traffic 
Manager may dispense with publication in the Gazette and give such 
shorter notice as in his opinion the urgency of the case admits, by publicati 
on in at least one of the Principal local daily newspapers and by circular 
notice to Steamer Agents , Chamber of Commerce and the Customs 
Clearing & Forwarding Agents Association . The notice will also be put 
up on the Notice Board at the Wharves and the office of the Traffic 
Manager : 

2. Customs Restriction on Unclaimed Goods : - (a )) Subject to the 
provisions of Section 48 of the Customs Act, 1962, unclaimed goods will 
be sold by Public Auction inclusive of duty wherever recoverable and 
no goods whether duty freo or dutiable, may be delivered to purchasers. 
until the Trust s Traffic Manager shall have filed a Bill of Entry for 
the packages proposed to be put up for sale and obtained a “ Pass Order " 
by the proper Customs Officer in the usual manner. 

(b ) Goods liable to 1. T. C. restrictions should be dealt with as 
below : 

(i) Iron & Steel of the Controlled Category should be reported to 
the Steel Import Controller . Calcutta . 

(ii) Goods falling under heading “ Machine Tools " of the I. T. C : 
schedule should be reported to Machine Tool Controller , New Delhi. 

(iii ) All goods which require Import Trade Control Licence should 
be withdrawn from auction and a formal confiscation order under section 
I ll (d ) Customs Act, 1962 issued by the proper officer of Custorns to the 
Traffic Manager, Cochin Port Trust, with a request to hand over the 
goods to Customs for disposal. 

( iv ) In the case of packages which are apparently of insignificant 
values, empty 

boxes or cartons of wood . or other material, 
broken sanitaryware and other goods of like nature in cases/crates 
or in loose condition which are unclaimed and unidentifiable 
as having been landed from a particular or an unknown vessel, permission 
may be granted by C istoms on top priority basis , to Port Trust to auction 
them provided the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port Trust, so endorses , or 
indicates prominently in the Bill of Entry filed by him for the said goods. 

3. Procedure to be followed before disposal: - (i) Imported goods- leſt 
lying in the Board s premises for more than two months from the date on 
which such goods were placed in their custody will be stored by the 
Trust s Traffic Manager in one ormore convenient places.. A Bill of 
Entry will be prepared in duplicate by the Traffic Manager for these 
goods for each item separately and forwarded to the Assistant Collector of 
Customs (Appraising ). After examination and assessment of the gools . 
by the Customs Departments the original Bill of Entry will be completed 
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and retained in the Custom House. The duplicate will also be completed 
at the same time and returned to the Traffic Manager. The Traffic 
Manager will next furnish the Assistant Collector of Customs (Appraising ) 
with a copy of the sale notice intimating the date fixed for the auction .

(ii) At the time of the sale, the Traffic Manager s representative 
supervising the sale will note the particulars of the sale on the duplicate 
copy of the Bill of Entry and present, the document to the Customs 
Officer deputed by the Assistant Collector of Customs ( A ).. The Customs 
Officer will compare the duplicate Bill of Entry with the original in his 
possession to see that the sale price entered by the Traffic Manager s 
representative agrees with that noted by him in the original and put up 
the duplicate Bill of Entry to the Assistant Collector of Customs ( A ) for 
a “ Pass Order " . This document will then be returned to the Traffic 
Manager for granting delivery to the purchaser. The Traffic Manager 
will return , the duplicate copy of the Bill of Entry after noting the items 
which are delivered .
